5. When the body was discovered it was 
found in a pile of timbers which had evi- 
dently been thrown upon it and afterward 
covered with inflammable oil.

POCR BRAKES CAUSE DEATH. 


It appears certain that the fatal aceident at Brentwood, 8t. 
Louis County, on Saturday was caused by the street car being 
equipped with a worthless brake. Two dangerous factors entered 
into the condition which resulted in the almost fatal injury of 
two pereons and more or less serious hurts to 2 others, namely, 
the grade crossing, and the ineffective brake, Against both of 
these the Post-Dispatch has waged an unceasing warfare. 

As long as the street cars are equipped with worthless fenders 
and brakes, we may expect such accidents, especially when city 
and county are dotted with dangerous and unprotected grade 
crossings. The authorities ‘must do everything in their power 
to change these conditions without delay. The laws in regard 
to fenders and power brakes must be enforced; also the law 
regarding gates or bars, and watchmen at crossings. 

And the pevple of St. Louis and St. Louis County must ingist 
that no more permits be given for crossings at grade. In this 
connection, why did the Board of Public Improvements allow a 
new grade crossing fo be constructed across the Suburban tracks 
on Manchester avenue and the Missouri Pacific railway tracks 
in Cheltenham? Unless the crossing shall be very carefully 
guarded accidents will be numerous and costly. 

No more grade crossings should be the rule@m city and county. 
Why should the people's lives be In constant danger, for the 
sake of a little economy to insure greater dividends to corpora- 
tions enjeying valuable public franchises?

Heroic Boy Saved His 
Brother's Life. 


LARGE ARTERY WAS SEVERED 


LOCKED IN EACH OTHERS ARMS 
THEY JUMPED FROM A ROOF. 
Younger Lads Life Was Fast Ebbing 
Away When Eugene Stanley Acted 
—Sequel to a Kite-Flying 
Matinee. 


For fear his 8-year-old brother, Lee, 
might bleed to death if any time were lost 
in securing medical assistance, Kugene 
Staniey, a 16-year-old hero, leaped from a 
room in the rear of his home, 613 Rutger 
street, about 6 o'clock Sunday evening, with 
the younger boy locked in his arms. 

He might have jumped from the lower 
roof to the ground, a greater distance, had 
not James McLoughlin, a neighbor, divined 
his purpose and placed a ladder in posi- 
tion. 

As @ resuit of their efforts the flow of 
blood from a large artery in the child’s 
right arm was stopped and he was sent 
to the City Hospital in a carriage. 

He is still weak from loss of blood and 
shock that the stitches in his arm neces- 
sitated, but the physicians say he will 
recover. ; 

The accident in which Lee Stanley's arm 
was gashed so painfully was the climax 
to a unique kite-flying matinee. 

it took place on the roof of the Mitchell 

Parks Manufacturing Co.’s plant, 1234 
South Seventh street. 

It is a tarred and graveled roof of un- 
even heights, each portion fitted with ele- 
vated skylights. 

To the boys of the neighborhood this 
roof is an inviting place both for the op- 
portunities it affords for kite-flying and for 
adventures possible in wandering about its 
uneven surfaces and climbing to its lowest 
portion over the neighborhood fences. 

Sunday afternoon the two Stanley boys 
and ovher children of the nelghborhood 
were on the roof. 

Lee Stanley’s mother had catitioned him 
of the danger of flying kites there and he 
promised that he would refrain from the 
Sport. 

He kept his promise and, instead of fly- 
ing a kite himself, sat on one of the sky- 
Hights and watched the other boys. 

n @& moment of excitement occasioned 
by the kites of the other boys, he leaned 
back’ off the wooden edge of the skylight 
and his little arm struck the frail glass 
with sufficient force ‘o break it. 

The ragged edges of the giass tore his 
fiesh almost from the wrist to the shoulder. 
An artery was severed and he bled so pro- 
fusely that the other bovs were frighten d 

Then it was that his older brother picked 
him up and jumped from the highest por- 
linn of the roof to the lowest.

Deputy Factory Inspector Charged 
With Attempt to Bribe Jury Com- 
missioner to Fix Jury in 
Kratz Case. 


When the case of John UH. Becker, 
Charged with attempting to bribe Jury 
Commissioner Weinbrenner to fix a jury 
for the trial of Charles Kratz, was called 
in the court of criminal correction Monday 
morning counse] for the defense moved to 
quash the venire of seventy-five men be- 
cause the names had been chosen by a 
wheel. Judge Willis Clark overruled this 
motion. 

The defense then moved to quash the in- 
dictment. This motion was also overruled. 
Court adjourned at 12°15 «’clock and con- 
vened again at 2 o'clock, when the case was 
continued until 2 o’clock Tuesday morning 
by consent of the counsel. 


John H. Becker, who ts charged with at- 
tempting to bribe Jury Commissioner Geo. 
P. Weinbrenner, is deputy factory inspector 
and was formerly a deputy sheriff. He has 
been a member of the House of Delegates. 

The indictment against Becker grew out 
of the cross examination of Becker by 
Judge O’Neill Ryan during the hearing of 


testimony in the Kratz case. 

Becker was a witness before. Judge Ryan 
on February 27 last, when Charles Kratz’s 
application for a change of venue was being 
heard. He testified that he had found a 
prejudice existing against Kratz and 
that he did not believe the Jatter could 
get a fair trial in St. Louis. 

‘“‘Where have you found-the men who ex- 
pressed prejudice against Kratz?’ Judge 
Ryan asked thé witness. 

“In all parts of the city,’’ said Becker, 
“on my inspection rounds, and in stores, 
saloons and public places. If I had my 
book with me I could give names of those 
whom I have heard express prejudice.” 

‘“‘Have you ever interested yourseif in be- 
half of Kratz?’ Judge Ryan suddenly 
asked the witness. 

Becker replied in the negative. 

“Do you Know any Officials connected with 
the courts?’ was the next question. 

‘‘Maybe I know one or two; I don't remem. 
ber,”’ said Becker. 

“Have you ever approac 
ficial in behalf of Kratz?’ 

“No, sir.” 

“Have you spoken to any court official 
with the intent to secure his help for 


hed any court of- 


, sir,’’ said Judge Ryan, “I wish 
to remind you that you are under oath, 
and that this is a serious matter. Did you 
ever ask any court officer to help Kratz 
in any way?’ 

‘No, sir.’’ 

“Whom do you know 
office?’’ 

“Charlie Bilhartz.’’ 

“Who else?’ asked Judge Ryan, and he 
repeated the question insistently until 
Becker named numerous city employes. 


Bench Warrant 
Issued for Becker. 

“Do.vou know Jury Commissioner Wein- 
brenner?”’ 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

“And now, sir,’’ said the judge, in tones 
of command, ‘“‘do you say under oath that 
you never approached a court official in 
oehalf of Kratz?’ 

‘Yes, sir,’’ said Becker, and the court 
at once dismissed him from the stand. 

On the following day Circuit Attorney 
Folk placed Commissioner Weinbrenner on 
the stand, saying that he wished by his 
statements to impeach Becker's testimony. 
Weinbrenner got as far as to say that 
Becker had approached him in front of the 
courthouse on February 21. Then an ob- 
jection from Judge Harvey, who convinced 
the court that this testimony was irrelevant 
to the Kratz venue case, stopped him. 

The grandjury at once summoned Wein- 
brenner as a witness, and on March 6 a 
bench warrant was issued for Becker, who 
gave bond in the sum of $5000, with Joseph 
Rauer as his bondsman. An indictment 
foilowed. 

The alleged attempt to fix the Kratz jury 
came to the attention of Mr. Folk and 
Judge Ryan, it is said, through the re- 
marks of Becker himself. Becker is sadd to 
have yg on in denunciation of Weinbren- 
ner In a saloon in South St. Louis, denounc- 
ing the jury commissioner as an ingrate, 
who had refused to do a favor to a friend 

Mr. Weinbrenner readily testified regard- 
ing the charge when questioned by Mr 
Folk. He said that he had been approached 
by Becker In front of the courthouse. ‘and 
that Becker had asked him if some ar- 
rangement’ could be made by which certain 
names, Ww ‘ch were contained in a written 
list, could be inserted in the special venire 
which was being selected to tr Kratz. 
Weinbrenner 

Refused to Aid. 

Weinbrenner replied that he would be a 

party to no such arrangement. He said that 


he was then asked whether one of his 
clerks would not do the service referred 


in the sheriff's 


again declined to have anything to do with 
the proposition, and Becker departed, say- 
ing that a change of venue would be se- 
cured for Kratz. 

Becker's attorney, T. J. Rowe, succeeded 
in getting the case transferred from 
criminal! division of the C 
Court of Criminal Correction, represen ing 
that an attempt to fix a jury is a misde- 
meanor under the s atute. 

The case was called last Monday, but 
the special venire of jurors chosen 
quashed by Judge Willis Clark on 
ground that fit had been drawn by Jury 
'Commissioner Weinbrenner, a witness in 
the case. Judge Clark ordered that a spe- 
cial venire be drawn from a wheel contain- 
ing 300 names, and that neither We nbr«n- 
ner nor anv of his deputies who were con- 
‘nected wih the case have anything to do 
witn the drawing, :

Revolver Shots and 


a Woman’s Screams.

Whether Mr. Wright car- 
ries a plan for peace is not known at this 
time. Mr. Mitchell said before leaving that 
he did not know what Mr. Wright wanted 
to see him for. It is not believed that the 
president or the commissioner of labor will 
interfere, because they have no authority 
to do anything more than investigate the 
causes of strikes. It may be that the

UNITED STATES DISPLEASED 


Government Would Prefer to Prosecute 
All Claims to Settlement for Its 
Citizens.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8.—American 
missionaries in China are charged with re- 
'markable conduct, according to official dis- 
patches in possession of the State Depart- 
ment. Two of them, say the dispatches, 
|went so far as to compel the local authori- 
ties of the province of Shantung to reim- 
‘burse them for traveling expenses from 
‘China to the United States, and one re- 
quired them to pay the rent of his room 
while he was in this country. 
he two missionaries involved are Dr. 
Pa Crawford and J. Hudson. Their 
‘claims were presented to the Governor of 
| Shantung and he agreed to pay them and 
‘others filed by American missionaries. 

To Missionaries Bostick, Verity and Bar- 
row and Miss Sture, the Shantung authori- 
ties paid $2,200 as compensation in full for 
‘all losses sustained by their missions at 
Talan City by theft during the Boxer Qvolt 
of 1900. hen the agreement entered :nto 
‘by the Chinese officials and the mission- 
aries contains these entries:

Herbert Q. Squires, now minister to Cuba, 
in a dispatch, which he wrote as charge 
d'affaires of the American legation in Pe- 
kin, said it seemed unfortunate that the 
missionary, owing to his peculiar status, 
can present and ask damages that an or- 
dinary resident of the country is precluded 
from under the rules recently opted by 
the foreign representatives.
